The Mérey Fraud Resurrected. 
, Ontcago, October 1. 


An Ipier-Ocean New York special 
purports to give the inside history of 
the celebrated Morey letter on the 
Chinese question, whose publication 
carried California against Garfield in 
the last Presidential election. ; The 
dispatch is to the effect that J. I. Dav- 
enport has been at work 26 months in 
the endeavor to ferret out the author 
ship of the forgery; that he finally got 
at its conception and execution, to- 
gether with mo confession of the 
forger, and that he is about to publish 
the facts in pamphlet form. The party 
who forged the document is named H. 
H. Hadley, a renegede Republican in 
the em play of emocratie National 
Committee and sine of te leading 
spirits in tat hd y were cognizant of 
and approved ot the forgery. The 
story told is to the effect that Hadley, 
as the professed leader of a certain 
body of voters in New York, wrote to 
Gen. Garfield, asking an explanation 
and answer to the Credit Mobilier 
charges. The letter was answered by 
Private Secretary Brown, enclosing the 
manuscript of Garfield’s speech on the 
subject to his constituents in 1873. He 
thus got Garfield’s autograph. Hadley 
is an expert penman, and spent several 
days studying and practicing the hand- 
writing and autograph of Garfield. A 
stationery store was ransacked for pa 
per similar to that used at Mentor, and 
then Hadley wrote the famous forgery. 
The prepared correspondence agreed 
with that which Hadley received from 
Mentor and was put through a process 
to make it look soiled and worn. 
When finished, Randall, Hewitt and 
several other Democrats saw it an! 

The 
paper concludes with the statement 
that the electrotype fac simile was of.
